August  Trade  Surplus  Down  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  slightly 
to  $1 .1  billion,  a  $32  million  decline 
from  July.  Exports  showed  a  modest 
drop  and  imports  stayed  level.  The 
cumulative  October  through  August 
trade  surplus  totaled  $14  billion,  1 6 
percent  below  last  year  (table  3). 

Exports  Decline  Slightly 

Agricultural  exports  fell  3  percent  ($85 
million)  in  August  to  $2.8  billion. 
Exports  rose  for  wheat,  animal  feed, 
and  live  animals  but  declined  for  corn, 
fruits,  vegetables,  cotton,  tobacco, 
meat  products,  and  soybeans. 
Cumulative  October-August  exports 
equaled  $34.7  billion,  a  7  percent  fall 
from  last  year. 

Total  grain  and  feed  exports 
continued  to  increase  in  August  after 
dropping  considerably  in  April  and 
May.  However,  they  were  still  1 1 
percent  short  of  last  year’s  level. 
Wheat  exports  showed  the  largest 
gains  in  August.  Value  rose  18 
percent  to  $287  million  from  July,  and 
its  highest  level  since  March.  Volume 
jumped  to  2.6  million  tons,  484,000 
tons  higher  than  July.  Shipments  to 
China  and  Japan  together  accounted 
for  29  percent  of  August’s  exports. 
Brazil  was  also  a  large  recipient. 
Lesser  markets,  which  still  received 
over  100,000  tons  for  the  month, 
included  Egypt,  Pakistan,  Korea,  the 
Soviet  Union,  and  the  Philippines. 

While  still  the  largest  exported 
agricultural  commodity,  corn 
shipments  in  August  did  not  fare  as 
well  as  wheat.  Value  fell  $24  million 
to  $424  million  and  volume  dropped 
337,000  tons  to  3.8  million  tons. 
August’s  shipments  were  still  higher 
than  April,  May,  or  June’s,  and  about 
equaled  last  August.  Over  1 .2  million 
tons  were  shipped  to  Japan,  ac¬ 
counting  for  about  33  percent  of  the 
month’s  exports.  The  Soviets 
received  about  770,000  tons,  and 
Taiwan  over  460,000  tons.  Large 
deliveries  also  went  to  Egypt, 

Belgium,  and  Korea. 


Soybean  export  value  dropped  18 
percent  to  $202  million  and  volume 
dropped  19  percent  to  899,000  tons. 
These  levels  were  the  lowest  since 
October,  but  they  were  still  higher 
than  last  August.  Japan  and  Taiwan 
accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the 
shipments,  with  Japan  receiving 
about  345,000  tons  and  Taiwan 
about  190,000  tons.  Korea  and  the 
USSR  received  over  100,000  tons 
each. 

Cotton  exports  continued  to  slip,  as 
they  have  since  March.  This  drop 
reflects  a  smaller  U.S.  share  of  the 
cotton  export  market  due  to  increased 
foreign  production.  Value  fell  14 
percent  to  $69  million  and  volume  fell 
13  percent  to  40,000  tons.  The 
majority  of  shipments  went  to  Japan 
and  Korea. 

Imports  Remain  Level  -  Agricultural 
imports  for  August  totaled  $1 .7  billion, 
about  the  same  as  July.  They 
increased  for  coffee,  tobacco,  and 
cocoa,  but  were  offset  by  drops  in 
sugar,  dairy  products,  and  live 
animals.  The  cumulative  import  total 
for  October-August  reached  $20.8 
billion,  remaining  level  with  last  year.

High-Value  Exports  Surpass 
Traditional  Products  -  In  fiscal 
1991 ,  high-value  product  (HVP) 
exports  will  have  exceeded  bulk 
exports  for  virtually  the  first  time 
(table  4).  Except  during  the  two 
world  wars,  bulk  exports  have 
almost  never  accounted  for  less 
than  half  the  value  of  U.S.  farm 
product  exports  since  at  least  the 
middle  of  the  19th  century. 
Long-term  changes  in  relative 
prices  and  recent  government 
subsidies  in  world  markets  account 
for  much  of  this  shift  in  favor  of 
HVP.
